Matanzas, Cuba, September 12, 1900. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the following sanitary report 
of the quarantine district under my command for the week ended Sep- 
tember 8, 1900: 

Matanzas. — Fifteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas during 
the period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 17.28 per 
1,000. The principal causes of death were as follows: Broncho-pneu- 
monia, 2; tetanus, infantile, 2; tuberculosis, 1; Bright' s disease, 1; 
enteritis, 1; nephritis, 1; malarial fever, 1; cerebral hemorrhage, 1; 
other causes, 5. Two cases of diphtheria were reported. Five vessels 
arrived during the week; 3 of these were inspected and passed, and 2 
passed without inspection. The Spanish steamship Ernesto, bound for 
Charleston, S. C, and the English steamship Ardanrose, bound for
